Consecrated Backbone 


It is not easy to stand alone against the crowd. 
One of Satan’s choice arguments to lure the Chrig- 
tian into letting down on a strict separation from the 
world is, “Every one is doing it; why should you 
not?” Satan is a liar here as well as elsewhere, for 


every one is not doing things he would have us do,’ 


though a large number may be. But this knowledge 
does not make it any easier to stand against the ma- 
jority. A speaker recently characterized “consecrated 
backbone” as one of the greatest needs of the day. 
We are so fearful that we may give offense if we 
dare to stand firm for our convictions. Yielding a 
minor point, Satan tells us, would make it so much 
pleasanter for every one concerned. Or we are fear- 
ful of being very much alone and_missing some worth- 
while things if we hew to the line too closely. So 
we slump down, not necessarily into gross sin, but 
into that which takes the fine edge off our spiritual 
life and deadens our sensitiveness to the voice of the 
Holy Spirit. God’s Word, however, is uncompromis- 
ing in its call to the Christian to exercise a “conse- 
crated backbone” and to stand unmovable in the 


faith (1 Cor. 16:13); in the liberty and separation 
from the world wherewith Christ has made us free 
(Gal. 5:1); in one Spirit (Phil. 1:27); in the Lord 
(Phil. 4:1) 3 perfect and complete in all the will of 
God (Col. 4:12). The Word also tells us how we 
are to accomplish such inflexible standing; “for by 
faith ye stand” (2 Cor. 1:24), and by putting on 
the whole armor of God (Eph. 6: 10-18). With all 
the winsome and lovable qualities of heart and char- 
acter, the ability to say “No,” when God asks us this, 
is also a vital part of our Christian development. 
Eight characteristics of the ninefold fruit of the Spirit 
are lovable, winsome ones, but there is one that may 
not always be so agreeable to our self-indulgent 
friends. It is “temperance,” or self-control. Shall we 
not ask God to perfect in us that strength that shall 
enable us to stand and withstand, to strengthen us 
with all might (Col. 1:11), through faith, that we 
may indeed be steadfast, unmovable? (1 Cor. 15:58.)

Her Two-Year Bible Course 


Satan likes to “teach the Bible.’ His method of 
interpretation is evidenced in the way he quoted 
Scripture to our Lord in the temptation.

And this is a type of 
missionary that Modernism would even dare send to 
the ends of the earth.

bread that the housewife takes out of the oven 

in time for supper. The concoction of small 
chunks of raw meat and vegetables submerged in 
water is not nearly so appetizing as the steaming hot 
stew that we eat so hungrily a little later on. The 
wool that goes into our giant mills does not look much 
like the high priced suits we buy in the clothing store. 
The towering skeleton of steel bears but a faint re- 
semblance to the skyscraper with its hundreds of 
handsome offices. Most of us would rather own a 
Rolls-Royce than a bewildering collection of all the 
parts that go into the making of this expensive car. 
We can hardly judge what the finished product of 
anything will be like, if we look only at the thing as it 
is in its stage of incompletion. Strange processes are 
necessarily involved in the manufacture of very beau- 
tiful and useful things. 

How mixed up are many of the experiences that go 
to make up so large a part of our lives! Good and 
bad seem hopelessly thrown together. Much that we 
are called upon to go through is, so far as we can 
see, utterly meaningless. Many of our troubles we 
think are entirely undeserved and unproductive of any 
good whatsoever, either to ourselves or to others. The 
wicked prosper while the righteous suffer. We are 
bewildered. We seem to be the sport of fate, the 
toys of caprice, the victims of chance. But may not 
much of our confusion and discouragement be due 
to our necessarily limited horizons? We do not and 
cannot very well see the part that each of our many 
varied experiences will play in the weaving of life 
as a whole, in the development of character as a fin- 
ished product. Much that seems at the time to be 


[) brent tastes very little like the delicious 


cruelly destructive may later prove to have been 
graciously constructive. 

Do we not all sometimes feel that it would greatly 
help us to live as we ought, and to use the experi- 
ences of life in the right way, if only God would fet 
us see in advance just what he was fitting us to be? 
But if, as Scripture clearly teaches, the Divine Artist 
is shaping the lives of all who love him, ought there 
not to burn in our souls an unquenchable faith that 
the finished product will be more wonderful than we 
can dream, more glorious by far than anything we 
can plan or execute for ourselves? Infinitely better 
is it, from the standpoint of our growth in grace, to 
trust a present God than to break a sealed future. 
In Heaven we shall behold the full and glorious 
meaning of much that baffles us now. 

In Romans 8:28 we read, “All things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God.” Let us 
underscore in our minds the word together. Our text 
does not state that each thing taken singly appears 
to be good, or even is good by itself alone. That 
which is good as a means to an end may become evil 
if it is made an end in itself. This applies both to 
the pleasant and to the disagreeable experiences of life. 

Let us illustrate in a homely way. A woman is 
making a large pound cake. Into it she puts a pound 
each of various ingredients. The cake when finished 
is wholesome and delicious. But who would care to 
eat a pound of butter or sugar straight down at 
one sitting? If he did, he would soon be under the 
doctor’s care. In life many of us, if left to choose 
our own experiences, would make a life-long meal of 
sugar unmixed with anything else! But would this 
be good for our souls? It is well for us to put our 
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lives into the keeping of One who by a judicious 
blending of sweet and sour, of spice of excitement and 
flour of humdrum, of the palatable and the unpalat- 
able, is able to produce in us a character of appetiz- 
i oodness. 

me us turn to the kitchen for still another illus- 
tration. Few of us would want to eat several spoon- 
fuls of salt at a single sitting. And yet how many 
of us would care to eat a dinner into which that 
amount of salt had not been put while in process of 
cooking? As sickishly insipid as meat and vegetables 
cooked without salt would be our characters if into 
the making of them God had allowed no trial or 
trouble to enter. Many of us, if we had the full 
management of our lives, would leave out the salt 
altogether. We might perhaps enjoy our own lives ; 
but how unbearably flat and unpalatable would our 
lives and characters and personalities taste to all who 
had much to do with us! It does often seem that the 
salt is given to us in too large doses all at once. But 
the salt of trial that God lets come into our lives, 
while it may seem bitter at the time, will, as the days 
and weeks roll on, dissolve into the very texture of 
our lives and bring out the finest and richest flavors 
of character. 

“All things work together for good to them that 
love God.” Let us underscore in our minds the 
words to them that love God. If we love God as we 
ought we shall gladly put our lives in his hands. 
And to the degree that we let God have his way 
with us will all things work together for good. We 
shall not be continually upsetting his gracious pur- 
poses for us by distrustful meddling. God's high- 
est purposes for us, and our greatest desires for 
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ourselves, will more and more coincide. We shall 
be far more desirous of having God make us what 
he wants us to be than we are of having God do 
for us what we want him to do. We shall want 
from God above everything else whatever will help 
us to give him what he wants from us. We shall 
be more anxious to have God use us as instruments 
for the advancement of his divine glory, than to use 
God as a storehouse for the gratification of our self- 
ish desires. We would rather, if the choice had to 
be made, show forth the glory of God in adversity 
than pile up riches for ourselves in prosperity. 

Only as we deeply and truly love God shall we let 
him come intimately enough into our inner: life to 
enable us to use the experiences of our outer life in 
such a way as to advance his glory, which is our 
supreme goal. Prosperity will deepen gratitude to 
God; adversity will strengthen our faith in him.. The 
love that seeks to advance the glory of God will melt 
and shape the most intractable material to its own 
object. God does not always hand his riches to us 
on a platter; often we have to smelt the ore through 
earnest prayer and heroic consecration. And if we 
love God as we ought, we will determine to find him 
in even the hardest experiences. If we realize that 
an experimental knowledge of Christ is worth more 
to us than any other kind of knowledge, how ambi- 
tious we ought to be to master the most difficult and 
challenging lessons God may set before us. 

The supreme good for us is the possession of a 
Christ-filled life. The good toward which all things 
will work, if we love God and trust him fully, will 
be the increasing appropriation through faith of the 
life that is Christ. 





May We Communicate With the Dead? 


‘Might we ask a question for your consideration 
in the Open Letter column? It is in regard to 
fellowship with Christian loved ones who have gone 
to be with Him. 

Seeing that God is the God of the living and not 
of the dead, and being told that if we walk in the 
light as he is in the light we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus cleanseth us 
from all sin, are we not neglecting a command and 
missing a choice blessing by considering our own 
Christian dead beyond the communication of our 
spirits with them? Is it not our blessed privilege to 
pray to God in fellowship with them who are with 
him, and who we have reason to believe love us and 
are concerned for us just as much now as they were 
while on earth with us? Are we not cheating our- 
selves out of an enrichment of soul which might be 
@urs through the consciousness of the watching of 
“the great cloud of witnesses’ who have gone on be- 
ore? 

Why should we be more cut off from them than 
from the fellowship and communion of spiritual be- 
lievers who, like us, are yet clothed upon with this 
earthly body, when it is the revealed will of God 
that we should fellowship with one another for the , 
sake of edification? Should we be more cut off from 
them than from Him? Does not Jesus’ fellowship 
with Moses and Elijah on the mount warrant our 
practice of the same? : 

We should appreciate very much having more 
light thrown upon our ‘problem if you can help us. 
—An Illincis reader. 


It is natural that we should long for some way of 
communicating with our loved ones who have died 
and left this earthly life. But God in his Word 
has told us that such communication, between those 
who are in the body and those who are out of the 
body, is forbidden. He knows, in his perfect love 
and wisdom, why it would only be harmful. For our 
safety he has given clear and express commands 
against it. 

The passage in 1 John 1:7 does not refer to the 
fellowship of believers, living or dead, with one an- 
other, but to the fellowship of the believer with God. 
The passage as a whole reads (vs. 5-7): 


God is light, and in him is no darkness at all. 
If we say that we have fellowship with him, and 
walk in darkhess, we lie, and do not the truth: but 
if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 


The theme of this passage is obviously not the fel- 
lowship of believers with one another, but the fel- 
lowship of the believer with God, “one with an- 
other.” Those who walk in darkness cannot have 
fellowship with God: those who walk in the light 
have fellowship with God. This fellowship of “one 
with another,” the redeemed sinner with the sinless 
God, is made possible by the cleansing power of 
the blood of Christ. 

he “cloud of witnesses” in Hebrews 12:1 are 
witnesses to the saving and keeping power of God. 
They have witnessed to him by their faith and their 





lives, as recorded in Hebrews 11. Therefore we, 
“compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses,” 
are to run the race as they did, “looking [not unto 
them, but] unto Jesus the author and finisher of 
our faith.” Witnesses, here, has the sense of testi- 
fiers rather than observers: not those who are watch- 
ing us but those who by their lives of faith have 
borne witness to God. 

We must never take the historical facts recorded 
in the Bible as a guide for our duty and privilege 
unless those facts are made the basis of teachings 
given in the Bible. The teaching throughout the 
Scriptures, Old Testament and New, for both Is- 
rael and the Church, forbids our communication with 
the dead. Therefore the fact that the Lord Jesus 


had fellowship with Moses and Elijah on earth gives . 


us no right to attempt such fellowship, for God’s 
Word expressly forbids it to us. Moreover, the 
Lord Jesus was giving at the time of his trans- 
figuration, not an example for the earthly life of 
the believer, but a foregleam of the still future king- 
dom, which has not yet come, and which can come 
only when he returns in person to reign over this 
earth, On the mount of transfiguration Christ’s 
body was glorified, as our bodies will be in the res- 
urrection. In that day, in resurrection bodies, when 
the blessed dead also shall have been raised from the 


.dead, all believers can have an intercourse and a 


fellowship one with another that are forbidden and 
impossible now. 

The ~Scofield Reference Bible throws light on the 
meaning of the fellowship of Moses and Elijah with 
Christ at the transfiguration in the following com- 
ment on Matthew 17:2: 


The transfiguration scene contains, in miniature, 
all the elements of the future kingdom in manifesta- 
tion: 


(1) The Lord, not in humiliation, but in glory 
(v. 2). (2) Moses, glorified, representative of the 
redeemed who have passed through death into the 
kingdom (Matt. 13:43; cf. Luke 9:30, 31). (3) 
Elijah, glorified, representative of the redeemed who 
have entered the kingdom by translation (1 Cor. 15: 
50-53; 1 Thess. 4: 14-17). (4) Peter, James, and 
John, not glorified, representatives (for the moment) 
of Israel in the flesh in the future kingdom (Ezek. 
37: 21-27). (5) The multitude at the foot of the 
mountain (v. 14), representative of the nations who 
are to be brought into the kingdom after it is estab- 
lished over Israel (Isa. 11: 10-12). 


It is evident, therefore, that the whole significance © 


of the transfiguration is for the future, not the pres- 
ent. 

It should be said, in passing, that all communica- 
tion that people have with spirits is a communicat- 
ing with demons, or evil spirits, who have. never been 
human beings. They are lying spirits, often success- 
fully impersonating human beings who have died, 
and thus deceiving people who are seeking fellow- 
ship with the dead. God shows in his Word that it 
is impossible for the dead to communicate with the 
living. . Such intercourse occurred only once in all 
Bible history, when God let Samuel givé a message of 
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condemnation and death to Saul, who had deliberately 
disobeyed God in seeking out the dead prophet (1 
Sam. 28). This is God’s verdict in the matter: “So 
Saul died for his transgression . . . and also for ask- 
ing counsel of one that had a familiar spirit, to en- 
quire of it; and enquired not of the Lord: therefore 
he slew him, and turned the kingdom unto David” 
(1 Chron. 10: 13, 14). 

Here are some of the passages in which God for- 
bids those living on earth to communicate with 
spirits: 


“When thou art come into the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not learn to do after 
the abominations of those. nations. There shall not 
be found among you any one that maketh his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of times, or an enchanter, 
or a witch, or a charmer, or a consulter with familiar 
spirits, or a wizard, or a necromancer. For all that do 
these things are an abomination unto the Lord: and 
because of these abominations the Lord thy God doth 
drive them out from before thee” (Deut. 18: 09-12). 


“And when they shall say unto you, Seek unto 
them that have familiar spirits, and unto wizards that 
peep, and that mutter: should not a people seek unto 
their God? for the living to the dead? To the law 
and to the testimony: if they speak not according to 
this word, it is because there is no light in them” 
(Isa. 8: 19, 20). 


“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 
speaking lies and hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron; forbidding to marry, and 
commanding to abstain from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth” (1 Tim. 4: 1-3). 


It is significant that spiritistic mediums today urge 
vegetarianism as essential to being an effective me- 
dium; and they often “forbid to marry.” Moreover, 
no spirit communications ever testify to the shed 
blood of Christ as the only way of salvation, but 
they continually reject this and other vital teachings 
of the Scriptures. This can readily be verified by 
reading a little of the voluminous literature of the 
world-wide spiritistic cult of today. 

Many a bereaved parent or child, husband or wife, 
brother or sister, heartbroken by the death of a 
loved one, has sought comfort by endeavoring to com- 
municate with the one who has gone. In countless 
cases the result has been, first deception, then untold 
misery and spiritual or moral disaster. The records 
of spiritism are tragic beyond belief. God pleads 
with us to keep away from this terrible snare of 
Satan. Our loved ones who died trusting in. the 
Saviour are safe with him. We are safe only as 
we heed his Word and do his will.

Will Christians’ Crowns Have Stars? 


In The Sunday School Times recently there was 
quoted a verse of a widely sung song, “Will there 
be any stars-in my crown?” —a song which I never 
sing, and which always raises a protest in my mind, 

What Scriptural basis has it? I can find none. 
The only place mentioned in .the Word indicating 
stars in anyone’s crown is in Revelation 12:1: “And 
there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a woman 
clothed with the sun, and the moon -under her feet, 
and upon her head a crown of twelve stars.” This 
is the only instance of stars in anyone’s crown, — 
and I should judge that no other being, or human 
being, would dare compare himself to this woman. 

The song is probably falsely based on Daniel 12: 
3: ‘‘And they that be wise shali shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament; and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.” 

Using the word “stars” as it is used in this verse, 
even a single star would be a rather heavy burden 
fer anyone to carry on his head. However, the 
Scripture does not say that, but says those who turn 


many to righteousness shall themselves shine, as the 
stars, for ever. 


. So, however sweet the music may be, the words 


and sentiment of that song are all wrong, surely. 

Revelation 22:16 indicates the Lord himself as 
“the bright and morning star,” predicted in Numbers 
24217. 

It would appear that shining as the stars for ever 
and ever might be at least a more comfortable re- 
ward than carrying the galaxies of the heavens on 
our heads!—A Texas physician. 


Another old hymn seems to be Scripturally de- 
molished! The Texas physician is right; there is no 
warrant in the Word for looking forward to stars in 
the crowns of believers. The “woman” in Revelation, 
wearing a crown of twelve stars, is believed to be 
Israel, who “brought forth a man child, who was to 


‘rule all nations with a rod of iron,” —the Lord Jesus 


Christ, the coming King. 

Another reader asks whether Christians are to 
have crowns at all, or whether the Lord is the only 
one that will wear a crown. This interesting ques- 
tion will be discussed, in the light of Scripture, in 
an early issue of the Times.

This question was asked of a missionary 
who was noted for the definite and remarkable an- 
swers to prayer she constantly received. Her answer 
was quoted by one of the speakers at a Keswick con- 
ference.

The story of the summer conferences at America’s 
Keswick (Keswick Grove, N. J.) bears out the truth 
that God is continuing to do the “greater works” that 
our Lord promised, in answer to prayers that glorify 
God’s Son. There is, of course, a real difference be- 
tween the special miracles wrought at certain periods 
of God’s revelation, and what is done today. But 
the miracles that this missionary referred to are in- 
deed wondrous things that few Christians today have 
faith to expect. ; 

There is the foundation miracle of the birth from 
above, when dead souls are raised to life. Some 
came to the conferences this summer knowing that 
they were not saved. A larger number came be- 
lieving, with an unfounded hope, that they were saved, 
but changing that idea after the first few days of the 
conference into the conviction that they had known 
nothing of the real miracle of the new birth. Here 
is a young men’s prayer group having its first meet- 
ing, at the beginning of one of the conferences. Four 
of the young men in the opening discussion frankly 
state that they are not saved. Some of them just 
as frankly say they do not accept the Bible as the 
Word of God: Another is troubled over such subjects 
as the Trinity. The seeds of spiritual death, under 
the name of science, being sown in high schools and 
colleges are bearing their deadly fruit. But the real 
problem of these young men is the sin problem. Their 
questions are dealt with, briefly but directly, and before 
the close of the group meeting three of them ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus as their personal Saviour. 

In the same conference there were other young 
men and young women who were not only not Chris- 
tians, but who did not want to be, and they absented 
themselves from’ the prayer groups and from as many 
meetings as they conveniently could. Earnest prayer 
went up for them day and night. Some of those who 
had seen the Lord work remarkably in former con- 
ferences were hardly expecting that this difficult sit- 
uation could be handled in one week. But on the 
closing Saturday and Sunday four of these young 
people accepted Christ as their Saviour, and every 
other young person who had~been resisting the Spirit 
during the week yielded to the Lord, most of them in- 
telligently and fully. 

Those who were pfivileged to remain for several 
conferences, or for all six of them, were surprised 
again and again by the different problems presented 
and by the variety in the working of the Spirit. In 
one conference there were but few young people, and 
those who came were earnestly seeking the fullness 
of the Spirit. Quietly the meetings went on from 
day to day, and very early there were large numbers 
to surrender fully-and trust the Lord. In another 
conference also most cf the attendants were mature 
Christians, but this group was marked by the gréat 
number of grave and even tragic problems in the lives 
or homes of one and another. Some came to Kes- 
wick in despair that such problems could ever be 
solved. And certainly few of them were prepared for 
the miracles that did happen, the new life and joy 
that came even before the outward circumstances 
were changed, and then the startling change in those 
circumstances that had come about through prayer 
and faith. 


Alive With Young People 


Two other conferences were alive with young peo- 
ple, — alive in more than one sense of the word. In 
one of them there were twenty young people from a 
single church. It was a church that had had a win- 
ter conference, planned by the young people, and also 
a Bible class led by one of the Council of the Vic- 
torious Life Testimony. On the missionary night, 
Friday, out of this group of twenty, eleven young 
men and women expressed their purpose to go as 
foreign missionaries if God opened the way; not a 
mere willingness to go, which every Christian should 
have, but a definitely formed purpose to go. 

In the other conference that had a large propor- 
tion of young men and women a group of about a 
dozen had come largely for a good time, without 
realizing the spirit of the place, and some of them

set themselves to break the conference rules and_ in 
general create many problems. The prayer conflicts 
were real and severe, but how happy the outcome as 
one after another of those young people gave clear 
and repentant testimonies in the Say-So meeting. 
A note that ran through several testimonies was the 
confession that they knew they had been doing wrong, 
and the admission that there was a struggle going 
on and a desire for the peace that only Christ could 
give. Will you not pray for these young people who 
go back to their church, where they have been leaders 
in Christian Endeavor, and where they will meet with 
other young people deceiving themselves as to what it 
really means to be a Christian? 

The ministers who came were among those who tes- 
tified to greatest blessing. Two ministers of many 
years of Gospel service stand out because of the depth 
of their spiritual need when they came and the height 
of the glory to which the Lord lifted them. One 
of them had retired from the active ministry, but came

to Keswick hungry for that which he had never had 
in his life. Not that he came expecting to find it, 
though he earnestly “tried to trust.” The Day Verse 
for the opening Saturday of the conferences, “Again 
there shall be heard in this place .. . the voice of joy,” 
was gloriously illustrated in his experience. In his case, 
perhaps, the word “again” was hardly accurate, for it 
was his first conscious experience of such joy in the 
Lord. The other pastor came to Keswick very skep- 
tical of any teaching that savored of a “holiness” ex- 
perience. ‘His prejudice was well grounded, for he 
had for a number of years had experience with meet- 
ings where holiness was preached and not very whole- 
somely practiced. But for years he had been defeated 
and discouraged, and his wife urged him to go to 
Keswick. His face was lighted with a new light be- 
fore the end of the week, and his testimony was given 
quietly as he told of a letter he had written to a 
friend of the miracle that happened in his life. “This 
poor man cried,” he wrote his friend, “and the Lord 
heard him and changed everything for him.” 

Young people were not the only delegates who 
thought the six or seven meetings a day (including 
the early morning prayer hour and the prayer groups 
at night) were overdoing the matter of spiritual nour- 
ishment. A minister’s wife, a devoted Christian and 
faithful worker in her own church, said to her hus- 
band after only a few hours of the conference: “I do 
not see how I can stand this intensified religion for 
eight days.” Her husband was still exulting in his 
new found joy of an all-sufficient Saviour who had 
transformed life and ministry two years before in 
Keswick. His coming back with his wife and faith- 
ful partner in the Lord’s service was a miracle of 
definite guidance and providing, as was the case with 
so many delegates. So he was assured that what the 
Lord began he would complete, in the bringing of 
his wife into the full assurance of all that her heart 
longed for. Not till near the end of the conference 
did the final step of faith come, but her quiet and 
confident testimony at the Say-So meeting showed 
what the Lord had wrought between that day when 
she made what she called her cutting remark to her 
enthusiastic husband about intensified religion, and 
the day of-intense joy in her all-satisfying Lord. 


Reaching the Whole World 


The missionary passion was a dominant note in the 
conferences. One secret was in the ministry and mes- 
sages of the missionaries who led the groups and 
spoke in the conferencs, and of the missionaries and 
native Christians who were among the delegates. Dr. 
Robert H. Glover of the China Inland Mission vividly 
set forth the critical and tragic, but what he deems 
hopeful, situation in China. Mrs. Mary Samuel, a 
native Christian from India, won the hearts of all 
and brought new visions of God’s power. Arthur J. 
Bowen, Director of the South Africa General Mission; 
L. L. Legters, representing the Latin American Indians ; 
A. B. Fowler, recently returned from Poland and for- 
merly missionary in the Near East; Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
C. Norton of the Belgian Gospel Mission, Mrs. J. Har- 
vey Borton, formerly of India and representing the 
unreached fields; Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Buxton of the 
newly launched Abyssinian Frontiers Mission, — all 
of these not only brought the missionary vision but 
linked with it the message of Christ’s sufficiency in, 
the life. There was fresh and unusual power in the 
“missionary nights,” held under the leadership of Mrs. 
Borton on Friday evening of each conference, when 
a dozen or more missionaries and volunteers would 
give brief and pregnant testimonies and the calls from 
their fields. After the messages the call for volun- 
teers was given, and during the summer more than 
forty young men and women expressed their purpose 
to go. 

A purpose to go is net indeed going, and one may 
ask how these decisions bear fruit. The answer is 
found in the names of those who volunteered in pre- 
vious conferences who are now on the field or at 
home on their first furlough. These names were 
read on the missionary nights, and prayer was of- 
fered for each of them; forty-four scattered over the 
earth, and one who has been called home to be with 
the Lord, Evelyn Osborn Legant. In nearly all of 
these cases there was not alone the decision to go to 
the mission field made in the conference, but the sur- 
render of life to the Lord of the Harvest and the 
finding of him as Saviour or as victory and sufficiency. 
After that came His call to service. Along with 
these young missionaries was read the list of nearly 
one hundred other missionaries who have attended 
past conferences and spoken in them. 

The leadership of the Spirit in the ordering of the 
conference program was not less marked than his 
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work in transforming individual lives. Speakers who 
knew nothing of the messages that others were to 
bring would prepare the way or follow up what the 
Spirit was doing through various instruments. In 
one of the conferences there seemed a leading that 
a message should be brought on the critical situation 
in world affairs, the many stirrings that indicate an 
unusual crisis impending. But there was no time in 
the program except one night that had been assigned 
to Mr. Ralph C. Norton, who was not able to be 
present throughout the conference, and who was to 
give a message on the work of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission. Mr. Norton came, and came with a dis- 
tinct impression from the Spirit that he should give 
a message on the world situation and the conflict of 
spiritual forces, such as he wrote last spring for The 
Sunday School Times (issue of April 23). The mes- 
sage on Belgium was not omitted, but this glorious 
message was related to the ominous movements of 
the powers of darkness with which all Christians 
should be familiar, just as the Spirit had planned. 
Again and again in this way the Holy Spirit planned 
the program, making a unit of the teaching. Pastor 
O. R. Palmer’s Bible hour in a most marked way 
each morning gathered up all the other messages of 
the preceding day, and showed the practical power 
of the Word in its close tying with life. Canon 
Howitt and T. Roland Philips in their remarkable 
series of studies both chose the life of our Lord, 
from the glory before the incarnation to the glory 
he now has with the Father and his future coming, 
and related this to our life experience. Yet the 
method of presentation was in entire contrast, and 
illustrated again the richness of that center of all rev- 
= person and experiences of our blessed 
ord. 

A feature of several of the conferences was the 
conviction of the unsearchable horror of sin that 
came in the early days of the meetings, especially 
through the messages of Mr. Legters. How real 
was the- cross and the vicarious atonement against 
the black background of sin! The illustration of a 
Christian stepping over the cross of Christ each 
time he sins made a deep impression. The striking 
incidents of the faithfulness of God in every sort of 
human life problem given by Addison C. Raws stim- 
ulated many to confidence that God could work like 
miracles for them. 

To some it is the morning prayer hour that stands 
out as the time of blessing; often the Bible mes- 
sage brought by Mr. Culp and Mr. Blatchley at these 
hours would strike a spiritual keynote for the day. 
To others some special address will stand out, like 
Max Reich’s vivid picture of Simon Johnson who 
became Simon Peter, or Roland Philip’s exposition 
of the resurrection of the body and its central place 
in the Christian faith, or Dr. Glover’s missionary mes- 
sage: “I am debtor; I am ready; I am not ashamed.” 
Others will recall the blessing of the ministry in 
song of Mr. and Mrs. Harkness, or the cornet mes- 
sages each day. The special way in which the Spirit 
uses the prayer groups at the close of the day was 
again shown, as one and another young person testi- 
fied of first avoiding the prayer groups, then of later 
attending them and making full surrender to Christ. 
_Glorious indeed was the discovery made by many 
Christians that the Holy Spirit is waiting to do his 
supernatural work of leading in most beautifully natu- 
ral ways. One who was impressed with the experi- 
ences of others in the prayer groups was led to ask 
the Spirit to quiet a very noisy group of young peo- 
ple late at night, instead of going to their rooms and 
rebuking them. In a few minutes there was perfect 
quiet. But this apparently was only preliminary to 
a suggestion of the Spirit, a very unwelcome one, that 
she should go to these young people next day and ask 
them to attend a certain mission group. She obeyed, 
and the leader of that group was rejoiced next morn- 
ing by the addition of thirteen young people who had 
“cut” the mission period each day, but who came each 
day thereafter. It was not the speakers and leaders 
only who were used to bring about God’s own work- 
ing; doubtless unknown Christians will have the 
greater share of reward. 

Many have testified that no communion services 
mean to them just what the communion service that 
closes a Keswick conference means. The message 
on the Lord’s return, the joy in the many victories re- 
lated in the afternoon Say-So meeting, the sweet sing- 
ing in the Spirit as the elements are passed, the par- 
taking together of his body and blood, the joining of 
hands and ‘singing the closing triumph songs, —all 
these things the Spirit uses to magnify the Lord Jesus 
and bring him consciously near. In one of these serv- 
ices it was suggested that this might be the last “Sup- 
per” before his coming; in any case, it was the last 
time those Christians would ever gather all together 
around the table until the glad morning of his com- 
ing. A missionary from Africa had given to his 
prayer group the night before the beautiful farewell 
message some African Christians gave him: To 
onana mangwana” — “We'll meet one ‘another in the 
morning.” “God is in the midst of her; she shall not 
be moved: God will help her, and that at the dawn 
of morning.” This is the morning when the day of 
Christ dawns, and the day-star arises in our hearts 
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(2 Pet. 1:19). Tonight we eat the Supper at his 

table, when he is present in the Spirit; in the morn- 

ing we shall see him face to face and sit down with 

him in his bodily presence. “We'll meet one another 

in the morning.” May we be ready for his appearing!

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How Chikara San Passed His Examinations

HIKARA SAN is the fourteen-year-old son 

of the kindergarten janitress in our school at 
Ogaki. When Chikara San was eleven years of 
age, he accepted Christ as his Saviour. He has been 
the only baptized Christian in his grades in school 
and sometimes the battle has been fierce, but our God 
has marvelously kept his young soldier. 

All during the last school year, Chikara San had 
been doing special studying in addition to his reg- 
ular grade work in order to take the entrance ex- 
amination to the Boys’ Middle School. That was 
heavy work. On Saturdays all pupils who were ex- 
pecting to take such entrance examinations were given 
a lot of shukudai (home work), because of the long 
time until Monday for study. I carefully explained 
to Chikara San why he should not study on the 
Lord’s Day and he obeyed. 

But ‘then came a harder test. In order to help 
these pupils especially, in February the teacher began 
a class on the Lord’s Day which, of course, our boy 
could not attend. Again, February 7 and 8, the two 
days set aside by the government for the funeral of 
the late emperor, Chikara San’s teacher decided 
to help his pupils, but to us it seemed best to 
heed the words, “Fear God. Honor the king.” There- 
fore, Chikara San again seemingly lost out by not 
going to the special class. 

Humanly speaking, much was against our boy and 
his teacher said, “Abunai” (“dangerous”). There 
was much prayer for God’s honor and glory and the 
good of the boy. 

Two hundred and fifty boys were taking the ex- 
amination, but only two hundred could enter the 
school this year. That meant that there would be 
quite a few disappointed boys. My own prayer was 
that, if it was God’s will for our boy to pass the ex- 
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amination this year, he might not only pass, but 
come in at least 175th. , 

The examination lasted two days. The majority 
of the boysehad some member of their family go with 
them and stay during the examination ‘hours. Our 
boy did not wish his mother to go with him, for, he 
said, “I am not going alone, God is with me.” 

The examination was over, the grades were posted 
and our boy, who had not studied on the Lord’s Day 
nor gone to class on the Lord’s Day nor on the em- 
peror’s funeral days, had passed the examination 
twenty-fifth among two hundred. 

God counted twenty-five but he began at one and I 
at two hundred. Always “exceeding abundantly”! 
We are praising God for the great things that he has 
done, for this testimony to his glory and power in 
the schools of Ogaki.

ESUS said this of the Pharisees. The blue border 
or fringe was ordained of Moses as a reminder

HE secret of the victory in a musical life is the 

secret of any victorious life. So often do we come 
in contact with the musical side of Christian work 
only to find an absence of genuine spiritual purpose. 
This condition is a sure sign of the absence of vic- 
tory in the spiritual life of the musicians, for the 
spiritual value of any musical effort in church, Sun- 
day-school or evangelistic meeting will be primarily 
determined by the spiritual attitude and condition of 
those in charge of the music. 

The first four months of my Christian life were 
marked by defeat. My decision for Christ, reached 
as I rode along the street on a bicycle, was a definite 
decision. Back of it were the prayers of a godly father 
and saintly mother. It was based on a definite knowl- 
edge of the way of life as revealed in the Word of 
God. Faithful Christian training in the home, where 
family prayers held full sway, and where the lives of 
father and mother corresponded to their spiritual pro- 
fession, had all led to my resolve to accept Christ as 
my personal Saviour. 

Soon my work as accompanist in great evangelistic 
campaigns likewise surrounded me with a congenial 
spiritual atmosphere. If any environment should tend 
to the development of a victorious life in Christ, 
surely association with consecrated evangelists in 
great evangelistic crusades should be the one to ac- 
complish it. But day after day and week after week 
the realization came to me that there was something 
definitely lacking in my Christian experience. 

It was not a lack of interest in the work, for no 
sooner had I embarked on my new vocation than Mr. 
Charles Alexander called me out to talk with a young 
man seeking Christ. Personal work is always an im- 
portant part in the work of the great evangelistic or- 
ganization. One has ample and favorable opportunity 
for. development along this line. Still, although souls 


were being dealt with at every service, I knew that 
my life was not the life of victory it should be. 

After touring Australia and Tasmania for a few 
months the work led us to New Zealand. The last 
campaign in New Zealand was held in Dunedin, one 
of the largest cities in the Dominion. Dr. Torrey was 
at his best and Mr. Alexander never did greater 
work, but, despite these facts, the meetings produced 
little or no visible result. Instead of hundreds com- 
ing forward in straightout decision for ‘Christ, it 
seemed as though we were up against a brick wall. 
Nothing would move. This condition had been met 
before, however, and, whenever it arose, Dr. Torrey 
had recourse to the only sure remedy, — prayer. He 
announced: a half night of prayer, and then, to my 
utter amazement, he said, “Mr. Harkness will take 
charge.” 

I had never been in a half night of prayer before, 
but I assumed that it simply meant that at 11 P. M. 
we would get on our knees for prayer and at 3 A. M. 
we would go home. x 

Over four hundred people met that night. Just as 
we were kneeling a strange thing happened. A godly 
man, Mr. John Wilkinson, arose and asked permis- 
sion to speak. His words were few but to the point. 
They revolutionized my Christian experience. He 
asked this question, “Would it not be a good thing 
for each of us to examine our own hearts and see 
if there is not something there that is hindering the 
working of the Spirit of God?” He continued for 
a few minutes, pointing out the fact that the revival 
must begin among the children of God before it could 
affect the sinner on the outside. We knelt and at once 
the conviction came to me that I must make a con- 
fession of known sin. I also saw that I had not 
handed over my musical ambition to the Lord. And 
so, then and there, I made my confession, concluding

with a request for prayer and a definite statement, 
that I there handed over absolutely to the Lord every 
talent and every ambition. A wonderful peace came 
into my life. 

But that was not the only result of the half night 
of prayer. At the next service when the appeal for 
decision was made a large number responded. Among 
these was a young, keen business man who had been 
resisting the Spirit of God for many days. His par- 
ents had long prayed for his conversion. They had 
definitely urged him to accept Christ but the had re- 
buked every advance. His decision was one of the first 
to follow the half night of prayer, and so Robert 
Laidlaw entered into the victorious -life. , 

Many Sunday School Times readers will know 
of a booklet, “The Reason Why,” in which a young 
business man sets forth his reasons for being a Chris- 
tian. That book has had a distribution of over a 
million copies. It has been translated into many lan- 
guages. This young man, Robert Laidlaw, is its au- 
thor. He ranks today as one of the foremost business 
men of New Zealand. His position as head of the 
greatest mail order business in that Dominion gives 
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him an opportunity to wield a mighty influence for 
the Lord, of which he takes full advantage. The 
conversion of Robert Laidlaw has probably meant 
more for the salvation of souls through the agency 
of a business man than any other result from the 
Dunedin campaign. 

But the life that is Christ may be the blessed ex- 
perience of all who really want it. The price? It is 
the absolute renunciation of self and then whole- 
hearted surrender of the will and the life and the heart 
to God, the handing over to him of the whole matter of 
victory, and then believing that he has taken you in 
hand and is winning the victory in you and for 
you. 

Every musician engaged in the Lord’s work so 
much needs this wonderful life that is Christ! Half- 
hearted service is disappointing to every one, and is 
dishonoring to God. When he “gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life,” he gave his very 
best. Shall we, in return, give to him, and for hit, 
less than our best?

Is Nature’s Music Always Minor ? 


What Sunday School Times readers have observed from the music of feathered songsters 

















Ever Sadness Without Christ 


N MY observation, very few of our birds or ani- 

mals use enough of a scale in their music to give 
certain indication of major or minor. However, the 
western meadowlark (sturnella neglecta), of the dull 
plumage, has a glorious arpeggio that I have heard 
in many places from Marceline, Missouri, to the Pend 
D’Oreille country in northern Idaho, and this song 
I should say is decidedly major. The eastern meadow- 
lark (sturnella magna magna), of brilliant plumage, 
of course sings in a most doleful minor, “Oh, my poor 
children !” i 

While in Boston, last winter, I heard the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra in a new piece by Respighi, “J 
pini di Roma” (“The Pines of Rome”), wherein a 
phonograph record, said to be of the actual singing 
of an Italian nightingale, was employed. This song 
was in the major scale. : 

One questions why our birds and animals should 
be confined to our two conventional modes. I sus- 
pect some songs that are classed minor are really in 
some one of the classical modes, Dorian, Phrygian, 
Lydian, Mixolydian, or Aeolian, which may be found 
on a piano or organ by beginning on d, e, f, g, and a, 
respectively, and playing on white keys only. The 
emotional values of these and other ancient modes 
are discussed by Plato in “The Republic,” Book III. 

Major is not always more cheerful than minor: 
who does not shed more tears over the major middle 
section of the funeral march from Chopin’s sonata, 
op. 35, than over the minor parts? In our hymns 
there is a wide range from the almost plaintive notes 
of “In the Secret of His Presence,” or the contempla- 
tion of “Peace, Perfect Peace,” to the triumph of any 
of the favorite tunes of “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name.” 

Nor is the music of heathen nations always minor. 
The popular music of China is in the five-toned scale 
(the same that prevails in Scotland, and with the ad- 
dition of a flat seventh, in Ireland). Yet this scale 
is capable of the cheerful notes of “Jesus Loves Me, 
This I Know.” However, during three years in China, 
I rarely heard cheerful native music. This seemed 
to be the fault of a Christless civilization, rather 
than of the scale. Much modern music of the West is 
as pagan and as sad. I did hear some lovely, quietly 
cheerful classical Chinese music played by a band of 
college students interested in the serious side of their 
art. The classical music of China, as distinguished 
from the debased popular form, employs a much 
greater number of tones than does our restricted 
Western music. 

It is my earnest conviction that our Western music 
is the direct product of Christian sentiment, and one 
of its noblest embodiments. In the greater music of 
Bach, Mozart, and Beethoven we come very close to 
listening to the very harmonies of Heaven. 

It is countless particles of matter arranged in waves 
about a center that give us music: it is these same 
particles disorganized and moving in conflicting di- 
rections that give us noise. There is an element of 
noise in pagan music,—a prominent and overwhelm- 
ing element in the music of Buddhist funerals or wed- 
dings. This element of noise is not absent from the 
pagan music of our day and land. There is a good 
deal of noise in nature, too, and noise is surely worse 
than minor music. 

So I like to think, men and women moving in 
ordered waves set going by the Center of life, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, make the music of earth and of 
Heaven; while men and women hurrying selfishly to

The lowing of the cattle, the bleating of the sheep, 
the bark of a dog, the cry of the wolf, and the coyote 
and jackal are all in the minor key.

The Various Sparrow Songs 


WAS much interested in the question recently 

brought out in Notes on Open Letters as to the 
sounds in nature: are they ever in anything but the 
minor key? 

I have endeavored to catch the notes and intervals 
in various bird songs, but find it a very difficult thing 
to do. Most birds sing at such a speed, or else have 
such a lot of chattering or twittering notes, that it 
is hard to reduce their phrases to writing. 

The most. satisfactory singers, to my mind, are the 
white-throated sparrows. Their songs are both pure 
in tone and slow in delivery, so that it is very easy 
to hear and record them. A few that I have heard 
I have written down. I have not attempted to show 
the pitch or key, but simply the phrasing and intervals. 

Two of these are probably the most common types: 
two long notes, a major or minor third apart, and 
three or four sets of triplets on the note between. 

Another rises a fourth and finishes on the same 
note. This song is sometimes varied by sliding down 
irregularly, so that it ends a semitone or two below 
the highest note. 

I have caught still another type, also in major. 

The related, but rarer, white-crowned sparrow is 
more sparing of his music, at least in migrations. 
One of his phrases which I have written is in major. 
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Our common song sparrow has an extraordinary 
variety of songs. Not only do the individuals differ 
from each other, but each one has two or three songs 
of his own. The songs are so hard for my ear to 
catch, however, that I have not been able to record 
many. Two of these that I wrote show that one is 
in major and the other minor.—Arthur W. Preston, 
Port Dover, Ont., Can.

Are Fear and Distress Expressed in the Minor? 


ERTAINLY nature’s music is not always in a 

minor key. Take, for instance, our Missouri cat- 
bird, which is first cousin to our migratory mocking 
bird and a near relative of Dr. E. J. Pace’s Florida 
mocking bird. At sunset, when the mother bird shel- 
ters her brood, the father perches on some near-by 
limb and pours out his soul in the most bubbling 
joyousness, and I defy anyone to find a minor strain 
in it, as he sings this evening hymn of praise. 

But let a cat appear or any danger threaten the 
precious nest, then you will hear a distressing minor 
in the cry that is so disliked, and that has given the 
bird its name and caused few to recognize him as the 
beautiful, joyous singer he is. 

You will find the minor strain in the song of the 
thrush, both the wood thrush and the Wilson thrush, 
and also in the song of the whippoorwill and the wood 
dove. But could anyone detect any minor in the “Bob 
White” of the quail? 

I think, like man, birds were meant for joy and 
were keyed to a joyous, triumphant major, but the 
fear and distress that come to them and to us from 
the curse of sin on the earth cause us to express our- 
selves at times in the minor.—Mrs. S. P. Fish, St.

Putting Surplus Material to Work 
By Samuel D. Price, D.D. 


66 HAT is the hope for literature for our Eng- 

lish classes? Lesson supplies are so short that 
we just don’t know what to do. Is there any chance 
of our securing additional supplies — somehow, some- 
way?” This appeal is similar to hundreds of requests 
that keep coming from missionaries to the Surplus 
Material Department of the World’s Sunday School 
Association. 

This call for help was sent to Dr. A. L. Ryan, sec- 
retary of the Philippine Islands Sunday School Union, 
who in turn, forwarded it to the writer with the fol- 
lowing comment: “I shall appreciate whatever publicity 
you can give to this appeal. It is somewhat typical 
of the situation we are facing in many of our student 
centers because of the decrease in these supplies due to 
increased postage rates. But meanwhile our needs 
have increased. With students pouring out of our 
high schools by the hundreds and thousands, the op- 
portunity for the use of English lesson supplies is 
almost unlimited. While it does cost more to send 
these supplies to us, I hope our friends will realize 
that the investment is very much worth while. We 
could use to special advantage the Intermediate, Senior, 
and Young People’s Quarterlies, together with the. 
story papers. We also can use with the small chil- 
dren the picture cards, picture rolls, and picture 
papers.” 

In the Philippines, the International Uniform Les- 
sons are followed just a year later than in America, 
and lesson helps that are not more than six months 
old when they leave this country will reach the Phi- 
lippines in time for a second use. In many schools 
there are undistributed monthlies and quarterlies. 
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Then the members of the school can be requested to 
take extra care of their literature and turn it over 
to the Surplus Material Committee in the local school, 
who will prepare the packages for mailing promptly 
at the end of each Quarter. The rate to the Philip- 
pine Islands is, by parcel post, twelve cents a pound 
plus a two-cent carrying charge on each package. 
There are over eighty thousand in the Sunday-schools 
in the Philippine Islands, and at least one half of 
their supplies are furnished through the Surplus Ma- 
terial Department of the World’s Sunday School As- 
sociation which is thé place of contact between the 
home resources and the need abroad. 

Some definite co-operation is possible for every 
reader of The Sunday School Times. Write to Sur- 
plus Material Department, World’s Sunday School 
Association, 216 Metropolitan Tower, New York City, 
indicating what you have to dispose of and name your 
denomination in full. You will then receive a card 
of introduction to a missionary of your own church 
or to some interdenominational worker. In addition, 
there will be a sixteen-page leaflet of information and 
instruction about the Surplus Material plan, a special 
item about how to prepare a “Surprise Bag” for the 
missionary, and a few labels which will be convenient 
in mailing your packages. Additional labels can al- 
ways be had on request. If you do not use these special 
labels, write on the package: “Printed Matter — Not 
for Sale— For Free Distribution.” In making out a 
required parcel post declaration, do not enter a valua- 
tion over a dollar. Better still, say: “No Commer- 
cial Value —- Not for Sale.” In some countries the 
missionaries are required: to pay duty according to 
your valuation. A declaration is not required on 
parcel post packages to the Philippine Islands. 

Bible lesson picture rolls and the small Bible les- 
son picture cards are eagerly desired at every 
mission station. During the year, through 
a misunderstanding, a missionary to 
Korea obtained the impression that this 
Surplus Material Department was to be R. H. 
discontinued. His immediate letter of ap- =. 
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churches with which no missionary is connected. In 
many of these, our academy and college boys work, 
and they besiege me to get picture materials. 

The rate on pictures, except where domestic rates 
apply, is two ounces for one cent in packages contain- 
ing not more than four pounds six ounces. The cost 
per package cannot be more than thirty-six cents. 

In the Korean missionary’s quotation there is ref- 
erence to “the cover of a match box.” The sentence 
that gave birth to this Department in 1909 was the 
staterhent of a Siam missionary, “Often the only deco- 
ration in a Laos home is a label cut from a match 
box.” Thereupon, Dr. George W. Bailey, then chair- 
man of the executive committee of the World’s Sun- 
day School Association, turned to the writer and 
asked, “Can’t you get some pictures sent to at least 
a few missionaries for distribution?” An ambition 
was aroused thus to help at least one hundred mis- 


sionaries, and it took considerable time to reach that, 


goal. Often, since then, a hundred introductions have 

~been placed in a day. In all, more than fifty-five 
thousand in the homeland have been helpfully re- 
lated to some missionary at home or abroad. 

Then there is the Pass-It-On Department which is 
doing similar work for British missionaries. Miss 
Gertrude Edwards, 23 Boyne Park, Tunbridge Wells, 
Eng., is the honorary superintendent. 

Usually there are about a thousand missionaries 
listed in the Surplus Material family at the office of 
the World’s Sunday School Association, Each year, 
through the special co-operation of publishers, a pack- 
age and Christmas greeting are sent to each. This 
packet contains two calendars for the following year, 
Christmas and Easter music, daily Bible readings, 
and the like. This is always a special opportunity 
for some one to invest fifty dollars for postage in 
sending this cheer and help to a thousand.

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Christmas help is needed at every mission station and 
now is the time to prepare the packages. They should 
be forwarded not later than November 15; earlier, 
if possible. The rate by parcel post to foreign coun- 
tries is fourteen cents per pound. The contents may 
be anything from a safety pin to a dressed doll. Do 
not omit articles for boys. The missionaries are con- 
stantly in a quandary about how to obtain even a 
very little gift for each in their schools, and then 
there are countless adults to be cared for, too. 

As history repeats itself, numerous delegates to the 
Tenth Convention of the World’s Sunday School As- 
sociation which will be held in Los Angeles, July 
11 to 18, 1928, will meet personally the missionaries 
with whom they have been in helpful relationship. It 
was so at Glasgow, in 1924, Tokyo, in 1920, and 
Zurich, in 1913.

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“Will the Dead Sea’s Wealth Now Lead the World? 


How God has stored up riches in Palestine for the Jews

HEN the divine providence opened the great 
Wissire from Hamath, in North Syria, down 

through the Bekaa, the Jordan Valley, the Gulf 
of Akabah and Red Sea and onward, as some think, into 
East Africa, and sank the Jordan “Circle” below sea 
level, opportunity was afforded for nature to gather 
into the Dead Sea such wealth of mineral that, to- 
day, the. business world is astounded by its immensity. 
Talk of the wealth of the United States, gathered 
slowly and industriously through three centuries, it 
surpasses that of the five other richest nations on 
earth. Yet thé potential: wealth of the Dead Sea is 
over two and four-fifths times greater than all our 
immense riches in fortunate America. During these 
thousands of years the streams of the Jordan Valley 
have-drained* out the mineral salts from the soil and 
deposited them in the sea where they can be easily re- 
covered for the uses of man.. And that Dead Sea will 
soon be one of the livest spots on earth, humming 
with~ industry. 

A London despatch in the New York Times of 
August 7 states that a concession for) the exploitation 
of ‘this: wealth:is to be given, likely, to the Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Lt It is further stated that 
a recent estimate of the thineral resources places their 
value at about 1,190 billion dollars. The latest esti- 
timate of the United States’ wealth is 420 billions. 

The Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., is a merger 
of nearly all the chemical companies of Great Britain. 
Jews are directly concerned in this great merger. 
Sir Alfred Mond,,member of one of the constituent 
companies, is one of the richest Jews in Great Britain 
and is deeply interested in the development of Pales- 
tine, being on the board of the Palestine Electric Cor- 
poration. ad 

From the Times despatch is taken the following: 

“A statistical report recently issued by the British 
Government states that the Dead Sea is 340 square 
miles in area, the surface of which is 1,292 feet be- 
low the Mediterranean sea level. It has a content of 
potash amounting to 1,300 million tons, valued at four- 
teen billion pounds; bromine, 853 million tons, valued 
at fifty-two billion pounds; salt, 11,900 million tons, 
valued at 9,500 million pounds; gypsum, 81 million 
tons, worth twenty-four million pounds, and mag- 
nesium chloride, twenty-two billion tons, worth 165 
billion pounds.” - 


A Huge Commercial Enterprise 


““IYHE granting of the concession,” said the New 
York Times, “will be the signal to start one of 
the biggest commercial enterprises ever undertaken by 
— nation. It is expected here (in London) that it 
will start a continuous flow of surplus profits in the 
government coffers ef Palestine. The prospect of 
tapping the long neglected treasure house of the Dead 
Sea is one of the direct results of the World War.” 
One of-the provisions of the concession is said to be 
that the farmers of Palestine are to be furnished ni- 
trates for fertilizer at cost. Imagine the new possi- 
bilities before Palestinian-agriculture! The denuded 
and neglected soil of the Holy Land will be refertil- 
ized by the products of the Dead Sea. Are we in 
sight of the fulfillment of the predictions of the Old 
Testament as to the wealth of the Jews of Pales- 
tine? Will this wealth tempt the cupidity of Russia 
and lead to that final invasion by the coming mighty 
Russo-Teutonic-Mongolian alliance that wili bring on 
the titanic Armageddon battle at the return of the 
Lord? (Ezek. 38:13; Rev. 19: 15-21.) Such wealth, 
in the Dead Sea, surpassing the total riches today of 
all the nations on earth, may well tempt big business 
everywhere. German chemical concerns have sought 
to gain a partial control of the coming development, 
and why should not the future see a great struggle, 
commercial and military, for the possession of it?

The Earthquake in Palestine 


UAKINGS of the earth have become so common 

that only the larger ones are much noted in 

these days of multitudinous “signs in the sun, 
and.in the moon and in the stars.” But the world 
was startled to hear of a serious quake in the Holy 
Land on July 11. The disturbance caused great dam- 
age to property and the loss of 192 lives in Pales- 
tine and 68 in Transjordania. The number injured 
was 731. Damage to property is estimated at over 
$1.250.000.

“In Palestine,” says The New Palestine, “Nablus 
was most seriously affected. All the homes of the 
ancient Samaritan sect were destroyed. One Samari- 
tan was killed and two injured.” It has been said 
that no Jews were killed but that their enemies suf- 
fered most. Did the Lord extend a protecting hand 
over his own people, though they are yet in rebellion? 

There have been many earthquakes in the history of 
Palestine. Several are mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment, and when our Lord died and rose, there were 
two shakings of the earth as recorded in’ the Gos- 
pels. Josephus records that a great earthquake oc- 
curred at the time of the battle of Actium, 30 B. C., in 
which many thousands perished. A severe earthquake 
destroyed the city of Safed in 1837, in which four 
thousand Jews alone lost their lives. Rae

of the great earthquakes of the end time, when the 
new Babylon and Jerusalem will suffer greatly, the 
former city being utterly destroyed (see Zech. 14 and 
Rev. 16:18, 19). God"is even now giving admonitory 
signals to men, warning them against unbelief and 
rebellion. a 


When Henry Ford Retracted 


NE of the most singular campaigns against the 

Jews, carried on through almast seven years, 
has come to an end in the retraction, by Henry 
Ford, of the many unjust attacks he has made in his 
journal, The Dearborn Independent. In a letter to 
Louis Marshall, Chairman of the American Jewish 
Committee, Mr; Ford makes ample apology for his 
strange conduct. The Jewish Daily Bulletin calls it 
“a complete renunciation of the anti-Jewish libels 
based on the forged protocols of the Elders of Zion, 
which caused much harm to Jews in the United States 
and Europe.” The American Hebrew is highly 
pleased with Mr. Ford’s statement. It says: 

“Any man who writes (or, having had it written 
for him, signs) the following paragraph, quoted from 
Mr. Ford’s confession and retraction; must be ac- 
cepted as a true repentant. It breathes honesty and 
sincerity, no matter how the cynic may rationalize 
the motives behind the whole document. Mr. Ford, 
after rehearsing the evil he has done, states: 

“Tt deem it my duty as an honorable man to make 
amends for the wrong done to the Jews as my fel- 
low men and brothers, by asking their forgiveness 
for the harm I have unintentionally committed, by 
retracting, so far as lies within my power, the of- 
fensive charges laid at their door by these publica- 
tions, and by giving them the unqualified assurance 
that henceforth they may look to me for friendship 
and good will.’” - 


Some Cannot Understand 


Net all Jewish editors are quite so frank and clear 
in their acceptance of Mr. Ford’s recantation. 
The editor of The New Palestine calls it “one of 
the curiosities of American life.” He is unable to un- 
derstand Mr. Ford’s declaration that he did not know 
what was being done in his name. The editor adds: 

“Men of great wealth have been known to give 
their names to worthy undertakings, the nature of 
which they did not understand, and their wealth has 
been used to sponsor enterprises dedicated to the 
public good, but about which they personally knew 
very little. This is the first time in history that a 
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Fourteen government forest nurseries, including over a 
million trees, are functioning in Palestine. 

Nearly $600,000 was received by the United Palestine Ap- 
peal in this country in the month of June, to aid in re- 
lieving the financial crisis in Palestine. 

The creation of a museum to house the relics of ancient 

Palestine was urged by Sir Flinders Petrie, famous English 
archeologist, at the annual meeting of the Palestine Ex- 
ploration Fund. 
, A painting by the Jewish artist, Pilichowski, of the open- 
ing of the Hebrew University on Mt. Scopus, April 1, 1925, 
was presented to King George on June 25. It is now on 
exhibition at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, London. 


One hundred and seventy-one building licenses were is- 
sued in Tel Aviv, Palestine, during the four months of 
January to April, 1927, notwithstanding the trade depres- 
sion in that city. Eighty-one dwelling rooms and twenty- 
six stores were built in this period. 

Financial figures show that, in spite of damage caused by 
rain and frost, the orange crop of Palestine for 1926-27 was 
a record one. The total exports between the months of 
October, 1026, and March, 1927, were 2,163,129 cases, as 
against 1,117,434 during the same period last season, ex- 
ceeding in value last season’s exports by 316,603 pounds. 


man of national reputation gave both his name and 
his money to sponsor a campaign of hate, and then 
completely reversed himself, prepared to take all the 
odium cast upon a person whose intelligence may be 
questioned by his retraction. 

“It is to be hoped that Jews throughout the world 
will look upon this incident with a certain amount of 
reserve.

Just as the first instance was not convincing 
as an indication of personal anti-Semitism, so the 
last instance cannot be taken as a convincing indica- 
tion of his personal friendship.”

Israel’s Greater Persecution Yet to Come 


UT the Jewish people and their leaders in gen- 

eral accept as sincere Mr. Ford’s retraction, and 
the world may hope that such degrading campaigns 
may never be seen again in America. But Scripture 
clearly reveals that the detraction and persecution of 
the Jews are not yet at an end, Their greatest trouble 
is yet to come, as we see from the words of our Lord 
in Matthew 24:21, “Then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning of the world 
to this time, no, nor ever shall be.” The same time of 
trouble for Israel is predicted in Jeremiah 30:7; 
Zechariah 13:8, 9; Daniel 12:1. Not yet have the 
Jews learned to submit to their great Messiah and 
Redeemer, the Lord Jesus Christ, and therefore they 
must experience new persecution to try and to purify 
them. See Zechariah 13:8, 9 and Ezekiel 22: 17-22 
concerning the terrible furnace affliction they must 
endure in Jerusalem for their great sin in accepting 
the Antichrist as their Messiah. That they will pur- 
sue their sinful ways to such a pitch of rebellious- 
ness is clear from Daniel 9:27 and John 5: 43. 


American Jewry Uniting for Palestine Work 


NOE only are the units that separated from each 
other in the Zionist ranks at Cleveland four years 
ago now coming together, as before noted, but other 
elements are beginning to find themselves able to unite 
in the upbuilding of a national home for Jews in 
Palestine. Last year, in the month of February, a 
meeting of leaders among non-Zionist Jews was held 
in New York to consider how they could take part 
in the national upbuilding, without accepting the prin- 
ciples of political Zionism. A committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the whole situation. 

The same men met again on March, 1 of this year in 
the same place. Dr. Weizmann, President of the World 
Zionist Organization, was present. An agreement was 
entered into whereby the non-Zionist Jews of this 
country and the Zionist Organization will form, with 
other bodies of Jews abroad, the Jewish Agency, which 
is provided by the Mandate Commission for represent- 
ing the Jewish people of the world in dealings on Jew- 
ish matters with the Palestinian Government. The 
Executive and the Council of the Jewish Agency, as 
newly formed, will be fifty percent non-Zionists. 

Since the meeting of last year, the Palestine Eco- 
nomic Corporation has been organized, with authorized 
capital of three million dollars. The Jews of Amer- 
ica, and their wealth, will now be ranged behind the 
building up of the Jewish national home.

A Stormy Zionist Convention 


HE Thirtieth Annual Convention of the Zion- 

ist Organization of America was held in Atlantic 
City, June 26-28, in the presence of over two thou- 
sand delegates and visitors. Mr. Louis Lipsky was 
re-elected president of the organization. 

The sessions were marked by bitter wrangling over 
various causes of dissension that had arisen in the 
ranks of the Zionist organization. Many Zionists 
are dissatisfied with the administration of Zionist af- 
fairs, and the trouble came to a head in the con- 
vention. Finally, matters were smoothed over and 
peace prevailed, in spite of rumblings of a division that 
may yet manifest itself in an open rupture. Yet it 
became clear that the crisis in Palestine and the sore 
need of union are drawing Zionists to make larger 
sacrifices for the cause of restoring oppressed Israel 
to their national home. In spite of the severe eco- 
nomic crisis in Palestine, Zionism is a vital force ‘in 
world Jewry. Zionism and Palestine are essential 
in the outworking of Jewish destiny.

The Historical Setting

Verse by Verse 


1 Kings 19:9.—Thither. History here touches 
Horeb for the first time since Moses. Moses was the 
founder of the theocracy, Elijah was its restorer. It 
is interesting and helpful to observe that three great 
men all resorted to Mount Sinai at a crisis in their 
lives: Moses (Exod. 3:1), Elijah (here), and Paul 
(Gal. 1:17 compared with 4:25). cave. The 
Hebrew has the definite article. Perhaps the very 
cleft in the rock wherein Jehovah hid Moses (Exod. 
33:22). The word of Jehovah came. Notice that we 
have here already almost a personification implied in 
this term. It is the preparation for the use of it in 
the full New Testament sense. What doest thou 
here? The question was not asked to get information. 
God knew all about his servant. But like Christ’s 
question to his disciples on the road to Emmaus, and 
like many another interrogation from God, it was put 
in order to allow the overloaded heart to relieve it- 
self by pouring out all its complaint before God. 
Just as a wise physician asks his patient to tell him all 
about himself. The doctor can often. see far more 
than the patient can tell. The question is not, there- 
fore, useless. It relieves the patient to tell his trou- 
bles into a sympathetic ear, and the very telling in 
such a case helps the doctor to understand his patient’s 
mind. Yet here the question also had in it some ele- 
ment of reproof. At such a time when there were 
seven thousand who had not bowed the knee to Baal, 
the leader’s place was among them and not hiding at 
Horeb. 

Verse 10.—I have been very jealous. Elijah’s an- 
swer is all about himself. He is looking on the dark 
side of things because he is occupied with himself 
rather than with God. It seems as if he detected the 
rebuke implied in the Lord’s question and resented it. 
He began to praise his own zeal. The tone of his 
expostulation suggests that God might have inter- 
posed before this so that his prophets might have 
been saved. Slain thy prophets. He forgets the hun- 
dred rescued by Obadiah (18:4). J, even I only, 
am left. Contrast the weak wailing over his soli- 
tariness here with the mention of it at Carmel (18: 
22) where it only served to nerve his courage. 

Verse 11.—Go forth. God does not argue with 
the man, but he lets him see his working. The fierce 
wind that roared down the ravines, the reeling moun- 
tains, the crash of the thunder, the glare of the 
lightnings that lighted up the wild landscape were 
all manifestations of the divine energy. They exhib- 
ited the Lord’s absolute disposal of the most terrify- 
ing of the natural forces. These powers in them- 
selves symbolized the more vehement and disfurbing 
forms of energy used by him in the history of men 
and society. It all fitly typified Elijah’s ministry. 
That ministry had been mighty in its manifestations, 
but it had its limits, and Elijah had now to learn 
this lesson. Jehovah passed by. An almost verbal 
quotation from Exodus 34: 6. 


Verse 12.—A still small voice. The Hebrew has 
it as it is in the margin, but our translators have done 
well to paraphrase the expression, for it is almost 
certainly inténded to convey the idea, not so much 
of a physical, as of a personal manifestation. It was 
God speaking to Elijah’s heart and conscience. The 
lesson he was conveying to his servant was the same 
as he had taught Moses on the same spot. Jehovah 
is “a God full of compassion, and gracious, longsuffer- 
ing, and plenteous in mercy and truth.” Thus Elijah 
received one of the deepest and clearest prophecies of 
him who was to be Jehovah’s messenger in the high- 
est sense. What Elijah thus saw in vision on Horeb, 
he beheld in actual fact nine centuries later, when he 
stood on the Mount of Transfiguration. Moreover, 
the vision suggests a permanent truth for God’s serv- 
ants. Storm, earthquake, and fire may be God’s 
agents, and are often his precursors. But his more in- 
timate touch is that tender one which will not quench 
the smoking flax, nor break the bruised reed (Isa.

HENCE was Elijah’s spirit and power? Seek 

it in Horeb’s tumultuous hour, search in the 
wilderness lonely and drear, search in the cave 
with its desolate fear, search in the hurricane’s 
ruinous ire, search in the earthquake and search in 
the fire: none of these was Jehovah’s choice, but 
he showed his might in the still small voice. Thus 
was Elijah’s power to be shown, not in the fire he 
had made his own, not in the flame that on Carmel 
fell, not in the terror of miracle, not in the swing 
of the bloody sword, the rightful wrath of an 
angry Lord, but steadily firm in his trustful 
strength Jehovah’s prophet would win at length. 
Back he went to live and rejoice in the masterful 
might of the still small voice, to wait on the Lord 
and to do his best and to leave to Jehovah all the 
rest. And thus in Elijah’s epirit and power, 
though the threats of the Devil darkly lower, we, 
too, shall trust in the living Word as the still 
small voice in our heart is heard; we, too, shall 
know that the might of God is not in his terrible 
flaming rod, and shall find a power all powers 
above, —the silent, searching light of his love.

prophet’s own country whenever a further oppor- 
tunity might arise of intervening in its affairs. Hazael 
. . . and Jehu were not actually anointed by Elijah, 
but by Elisha, his successor. We must suppose that 


further commands were given him with regard to 
these matters. 


Verse 16—Abel-meholah (cf. Judges 7:22 with 1 
Kings 4:12). It was situated in the northern part 
of the Jordan valley, and not very far from Jezreel. 
Thus the immediate commission had an element of 
danger in it. But the commission was given by God 
with at least a twofold purpose. It was in love be- 
cause there is no cure for depression so potent as 
work. The pressure of an unavoidable task has 
helped to keep many a man’s balance when otherwise 
he must have gone down. Further, the designation 
of these future instruments of God’s purposes was a 
sign to Elijah that his own life work was nearing 
its end. Its climax was reached at Carmel. Yet God’s 
work would still go on. “God buries his workers, but 
carries on his work.” We are like the coral insects. 
Happy for us if our successors may safely build on 
our life work.« To anoint our successor is often a 
bitter thing to do, but self-importance must needs be 
crucified. It is our blessedness to lose ourselves in 
thinking of the future of God’s work when -we are 
gone. 

Further, these various commissions were an indi- 
cation to Elijah that God was not unrighteous. Judg- 
ment might be long delayed for the cruel house of 
Ahab, but it was surely coming. Elijah’s moral in- 
dignation was entirely justified. He had thought 
God too slow in avenging his enemy, and he had been 
taught the might of gentleness. But now he also 
learns the certainty of punishment. 

Verse 18—Yet will I leave me. The translation 
as given in the Authorized Version is to be preferred 
—‘“I have left.” The word translated “left” is the 
same which Isaiah so constantly uses, “the remnant.” 
Seven thousand is a symbolical as well as a round 
number. It expresses the completeness, the sacredness, 
the numerousness of God’s elect hidden ones. Com- 
pare the sealed company in Revelation 7. “God has 
more servants than we know of. Let us beware of 
feeding either our self-righteousness or our narrow- 
ness or our faint-heartedness with the fancy that we 
have the monopoly of faithfulness or are left alone 
to witness for God” (Maclaren).

1. Elijah failed in his strong point, —courage. 
an strongest and bravest of us cannot do without 


2. Note the causes of Elijah’s failure: (1) Physi- 
cal reaction. The best of men is only a man at the 
best. After some time of special effort or struggle or 
blessing there comes the time of greatest danger. It 
was immediately after his baptism that the Lord Jesus 
went up into the wilderness to be tempted (Matt. 4: 
1). We all, teachers and pupils alike, need to recog- 
nize this fact and take account of it. (2) Thus far 
Elijah had been without any close friend or com- 
panion. We do well to learn not to lean upon hu- 
man props. At the same time the Lord often sent his 
disciples two by two (Mark 6:7). One shall chase 
a thousand, but two shall put ten thousand to flight 
(Deut. 32:30). Luther had Melancthon, Calvin had 
Beza, Peter had John. Elijah had had no one with 
whom to consult, no one, in caring for whom he 
might have been taken out of himself. The loving 
familiarity of our own keeps us from falling into self- 
importance. We cannot afford to do without the cor- 
rection and compensation of intercourse with our fel- 
Foe Elijah: needed Elisha and God had Elisha ready 
or him. ° 


3. Elijah had not. made sufficient allowance for the 
fickleness of the crowd. Carmel had been a battle, 
not a campaign. Elijah had poured himself out with- 
out stint in that great effort. It would inevitably 
cost more than that, magnificent and heroic as it was, 
to purge out the leaven of Baalism from the religious 
life of Israel. We all need to cultivate a just propor- 
tion in our estimates of things, especially of our own 
work. We are not to be unduly elated if God al- 
lows us to see some success, nor to be unduly cast 
down if we see none. I think that God can usually 
only deal out to us, his children, sufficient encourage- 
ment to keep us going. When we are especially 
down he lets us see just a little bit of what he has

_ done. But if he lets us see too much we might be 


puffed up. ; 

4. Elijah was thinking too much about himself. His 
rehearsal of his own doings in response to God's 
challenge sounded as if he were suffering from 
wounded self-conceit. 


5. Observe the kindness of God to his overwrought 
servant. For the third time in his experience Elijah 
was fed by miracle. Elijah’s condition was largely 
a physical one. He needed food and sleep. We need 
to learn to distinguish sharply between conditions 
which are spiritual and those which are physical. 
This applies especially to us who are workers for 
God. Frequently people will come to us sorely trou- 
bled by what they conceive to be spiritual conflicts 
when as a matter of fact the whole trouble is not 
spiritual but physical. Every teacher needs to be 
on the lookout for this.

In an 
experience of many years as a Sunday-school super- 
intendent I have noticed that the eminently successful 
teachers have been those who never run away from the 
weekly service, or, as the street puts it, “who are 
always on the job” (Luke 9: 62). 

What Counts.—Jehovah was not in the wind... 
not in the earthquake ... not in the fire; and after 
the fire a still small voice (vs. 11, 12). The noisy one 
is rarely the forceful one. Our President, “Silent 
Cal,” chosen with a tremendous majority, is an ex- 
ample of the forceful one. In the African jungle 
they have the tsetse fly and the lion. The lion does 
not scare the white man with the gun very much! 
In the halls of legislation the “ring tail snorter” who 
prances up and down the aisles and tears a passion 
to tatters and makes the eagle scream is rarely the 
man who influences legislation. The same thing is 
true_in all lines of religious and altruistic activity. 
The efficient work is done by those not very much 
in evidence. “Oh, I can’t speak,” “Oh, I can’t teach” 
is the apology that has been advanced by thousands 
of men and women who have later proved to be the 
best of speakers and teachers (Phil. 4:19). I am 
on my way to attend the National Y. M. C. A. Coun- 
cil at Buffalo, The train has just passed Williams- 
port, Pa. A little while ago I was brought to Wil- 
liamsport to speak to the Adult Men’s Bible classes. 
The next day after the meeting a quiet, modest young 
man went to Mr. Herbert Carson, superintendent of 
the P. R. R. Company and also superintendent of a 
Sunday-school, and said, “Mr. Carson, I am a pro- 
fessing Christian, but have been a piker.. That man 
Ridgway last night woke me up. Say, if I gather a 
bunch of boys, will you give me a corner in your 
Sunday-school ? know I am a poor thing of a 
teacher, but maybe I can do something.” He gathered 
a class of six boys. It was his custom to write each 
one a nice letter on Saturday. . Those boys were al- 
ways on hand Sunday. The following Easter, Mr. 
Carson wrote me a letter telling of the incident, and 
saying, “I know you will be interested when I tell you 
the whole six boys joined our church this morning.” 


The still small voice did the work, and not the great _ 


oration, not the fire, not the earthquake. 


You Never Know.—Yet will I leave me seven thou- 
sand in Israel, all the knees which have not bowed unto 
Baal (v. 18). It is a part of our poor human nature 
sometimes to imagine we are the only pebble on the 
beach. Beware if you ever reach such a place (Job 
12:2}. Louis XIV cried, “I am*the state.” He 
ruined “the state,” and later royal heads rolled into 
the baskets, and the Corsican ruled France. Many 
a pretty good sort of fellow has had his head chopped 
off, figuratively speaking, because he got the idea into 
that poor little head of his that he was the only one 
and indispensable man in the organization. This sort 
is so plentiful that all know examples locally. “Oh, 
what will we do!” is a common cry when some seem- 
ingly important one is translated or removed. But 
you may have noticed, God always has his man or 
woman all ready and safely stowed away among the 
seven thousand. When Miss Willard passed we had 
Miss Shaw and when Miss Shaw passed we had our 
Eighteenth Amendment. 
Smith to another charge you were “all broken up,” 
but Parson Jones whom the Lord sent in his place is 
making the old church hum! Here is an interesting 
thing in connection! The man God has for the day 
and job may be right in your own family. Those 
poor old Presbyterian and Baptist Wilsons and 
Hugheses never once dreamed, at their wit’s ends to 
make slim salaries meet family needs, that the boys 
kicking out their shoes and growing out of their 
clothes and licking the platter bare were embryo 
president and premier of their country. When the 
grocer wouldn’t trust Henry Ford fcr a chicken he 
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never dreamed he was turning down the world’s big- 
gest money-maker. Ditto Grant at Galena, also buy- 
ing for cash. If you are of the seven thousand, if 
you belong, why get downhearted because you have 
to scratch and manage? Who knows but that God 
may be training you and yours for some greater place 
and higher thing! You never know when and where 
the lightning is gping to strike. The principal thing 
is to see to it that you are one of the seven thousand 
faithful ones, good and true, who have never bended 
the knee to “Baal.”

This Week’s Teaching Principle

THE PRINCIPLE OF COHERENCE.—Relate the les- 
sons one to another so as to develop a connected 
and consistent body of truth. 











HILE it is possible to isolate the Mount Carmel 

incident as a mountain-peak experience in 
the life of a great prophet of God, and 
while the contrasting experience which is the 
subject of today’s lesson has also its own message, 
we shall lose much of its import unless we recognize 
its chronological and spiritual relation to the last les- 
son and also to the conditions of life in Israel of 
which it forms a part. First of all, behind the Mount 
Carmel experience lies the fact that “Ahab the son 
of Omri reigned over Israel in Samaria” and that 
“Ahab the son of Omri did evil in the sight of the 
Lord above all that were before him.” He married 
the heathen and wicked Jezebel, “and went and served 
Baal, and worshipped him.” As a punishment the 
Lord had sent three years and a half of drought. 
After the people’s confession of the Lord on Carmel 
and the prayer of Elijah the rain fell. Elijah, in 
the exuberance of his victory, and doubtless thinking 
that his devotion to the king would be appreciated 
even by the wicked rulers, ran before the chariot of 
the king twenty miles to Jezreel. 

But the hard heart of Jezebel was not subdued 
either by the judgments or the mercies of God, much 
less by the devotion of the man who had slain the 
prophets of her religion. . Accordingly, she threatened 
him with death; and the man who had defied hun- 
dreds of men fled from the face of a wicked woman 
and rested not until he was beyond the borders of 
Ahab’s kingdom. Then he pushed into the wilder- 
ness alone a day’s journey, and under the juniper tree 
“requested for himself that he might die.” If indeed 
the angel of the Lord had not sustained him he would 
never have reached the cave where the word of the 
Lord came to him, and where the selected portion of 
our lesson finds him again.

God did not do what Elijah asked this 
time. He knew that his prophet was dis- 
appointed and discouraged, besides being 
tired and hungry. So God gave the tired 
man a good rest, and then sent an angel 
to wake him up and bake him some 
bread and bring him some water. This 
was wonderful bread the angel cooked, 
for it strengthened Elijah forty days and 
forty nights as he kept on his journey 
to Horeb, the mount where God had 
given Moses the law. 

God spoke to him and asked him what 
he was doing down there. Elijah told 
God of his own faithfulness, and of the 
idolatry of his people, and how they were 
trying to kill him. Elijah had seen the 
drought and the famine and the fire and 
the great rain. Perhaps he had begun 
to think that God worked only in these 
wonderful ways. But God had another 
lesson for his servant. He sent a strong 
wind that even broke the rocks in pieces, 
but the prophet saw that God was not 
in the wind.

After the wind, the fire, and the 
earthquake had all passed, a still small 
voice spoke in Elijah’s ear, and he knew 
it was God’s voice. He covered his face, 
and stood up as a servant in the pres- 
ence of his king. 

God asked him again what he was do- 
ing down there, and Elijah gave the same 
answer. God told him that there was 
more work for him to do, and told him 
to go back home. He was to anoint three 
leaders—a king over Syria, another 
king over Israel to undo some of Ahab’s 
wicked work, and a young man, named 
Elisha, to be prophet in his place.

lives know nothing of such extremes, and 
the loving Father-God knows it, and 
speaks to them with infinite tenderness, 
fitting the message to the need. Notice 
how lovingly he spoke to Elijah: through 
the ministering angel, under the juniper 
tree, when his physical need was the 
first to be met; then more searchingly, 
in the cave, to reveal his own cowardice 
(resulting from lack of trust); and 
finally, with full command, at the mouth 
of the cave, to energize him again for 
further service. ; 

But notice, too, that Elijah heard and 
obeyed that voice each time he heard it, 
so the voice continued to speak and guide 
(1 Kings 19:8, 13). Is not this the con- 
dition of being so guided? Suppose Eli- 
jah had not eaten at that angel’s bid- 
ding, would he then have heard that 
voice in the cave? Suppose he had not 
come to stand in the door of that cave, 
as bidden, would he then have heard “the 
still small voice” after the earthquake, 
wind, and fire? And if he had not caught 
that “sound of gentle stillness” he surely 
would not have been told, so plainly, of 
God’s further plans for him.

' Wade C. Smith’s Boys’ Class 


How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Elijah’s legs. 

Discussion: Let the fellows make an 
inventory of a fellow’s equipment for 
service to God. 

Objective: To know and do God’s will. 


AY, fellows, Elijah was not only the 
prophet of fire and water, which we 
chose to call him in_our preceding les- 
son, but he was a prophet with a re- 
markable pair of legs. As -a boy he 
must have been the fastest and best long 
distance runner of all the Tishbite lads. 
And he kept in good running condition 
all his life. ‘His run from Carmel to 
Jezreel before Ahab’s chariot was any- 
where from thirty to forty miles. We 
may today fly from New York to San 
Francisco in the light of a single day, 
but I doubt if we have any athletes 
who could out-marathon Elijah. Nor 
did he stop running at Jezreel. He 
seemed to get his second wind there. 
It came in a breezy threat from Queen 
Jezebel: “So let the gods do to me, and 
more also, if I make not thy life as the 
life of one of them {the prophets of 
Baal whom Elijah slew] by to morrow 
about this time.” Elijah took a new 
start (they hadn’t seen any running yet!) 
and ran all the way to Beer-sheba — 
eighty miles farther south. Near that 
place he sat down under a juniper tree 
and begged the Lord to let him die; but 
the Lord gave him something to eat, and 
he started again—this time going far 
to the south, some two hundred miles to 
Mt. Horeb. 

Now, fellows, those were good legs, 
weren’t they? Elijah’s legs served their 
master well, whether he ran to face the 
foe or fled, panic-stricken; from threat- 
ened danger. But the running brought 
him finally to the point where he could 
hear the voice of the Lord —a still small 
voice that spoke comfort to his heart, re- 
built his shattered nerves, and gave him 
a commission. “Go, return on thy way,” 
said the voice; “anoint two kings and ap- 
point a prophet to take thy place when 
thou hast finished thy work.” —_.. 
Fellows, let Elijah’s legs stand for every 
power he had—physical, mental, and 
spirituai — with which to serve his Lord, 
and then think of your own endowments 
for service. You can be satisfied only 
as you throw all those powers into the 
execution of the plan God has made for 
your life. It will doubtless mean -the 
setting aside of some cherished ambi- 
tion, but be assured that even if you 
could achieve all your heart desires, suc- 
cess would turn to ashes in your hands 
if purchased at the cost of turning from 
God’s plan. .

How and where can we form a Junior 
society ? . 
What can we do for boys and girls in 
Sunday-school?

3H» story is told of the poet Cole- 
ridge who had listened to quite a 
vehement argument, by a visitor, against 
religious instruction of the young. His 
caller had concluded with the statement 
of his determination not to “prejudice 
his children in favor of any form o 
religion, but to allow them, at maturity, 
to choose for themselves. Coleridge 
made no immediate comment, but shortly 
afterward asked this same visitor if he 
would like to see his garden. Receiving 
a reply in the affirmative, he led his guest 
to a strip of land overgrown with weeds. 
“Why, this is no garden. It is noth- 
ing but a weed patch,” said the guest. 
“Oh,” replied Coleridge, “that is be- 
cause it has not come to its age of dis- 
cretion and choice. The weeds you see 
have taken the opportunity to grow, and 
I thought it unfair in me to prejudice 
the soil toward roses and strawberries. 


Few indeed are the Christian commun- 
ities today where boys and girls receive 
an adequate Christian training. The 
Sunday-school does all it can in its lim- 
ited time. A few Christian parents give 
serious thought and effort ‘toward con- 
structive Christian training in the home, 
but it is appalling to see the hundreds 
of boys and girls growing into young 
manhood and young womanhood with the 
merest makeshift of Christian prepara- 
tion. There is scarcely a community in 
which there is not a fertile field for 
work among boys and girls. You may 
have a Junior society in your church, 
but it will help you to visualize the need 
and opportunity if you will endeavor to 
ascertain how many boys and girls in 
your immediate community are getting 
no Christian training other than that of 
about one hour a week in the Sunday- 
school. - 


Work among boys and girls is pecu- 
liarly that of the young people’s society, 
and its rich opportunity lies not only in 
the benefits that may come to the boys 
and girls, but in the rich return that such 
work will bring to the senior society. No 
one can prepare to teach or help others 
without learning and being helped him- 
self, and the young people’s society that 
takes over the management of one or 
more junior societies is laying the foun- 
dation for ‘constructive progress in its 
own ranks. we 


Junior societies, too, make the best 
possible feeders for the senior group. 
The value of trained, carefully in- 
structed juniors growing up.into a senior 
society is incalculable. And such a lack 
is a difficult obstacle to overcome. In 
one senior society, for many years there 
has been no junior work and practically 
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be recruited from young men and wo- 
men not familiar with the work, and in 
the midst of busy. high school and early 
college life. Many oi them must learn 
to pray in public and to prepare topics 
for meetings at an age when this. is most 
difficult, and it is astonishing to note the 
absence of even the most rudimentary 
knowledge “of the Bible. An _ active 
junior or intermediate society would have 
solved many of these problems had the 
present members had such training. 
pe e 

Another reason that junior work. is 
particularly the opportunity of the young 
people’s society is that young people can 
usually work with boys and girls better 
than older folks. They are closer to 
them in point of view, they are more 
likely to be interested in the things that 
boys and girls are interested in. Boys 
and girls are great hero and heroine 
worshipers, and a _ stanch, upstanding 
Christian young man or woman will 
usually find that a boy or girl will re- 
spond in a remarkable way to the right 
kind of interest and attention.’ The mere 
influence of Christian example is, in 
itself, of untold value to growing boys 
and girls. - 


But important and good though all of” 
these incentives may be, the dynamic that 
alone can make for successful work 
among boys and girls is the one given in 
our Scripture -lesson. Christ asked of 
Peter only one thing,—love. Unless 
our interest and concern for the boys 
and girls in our church and community 
are the outgrowth of our love for Christ, 
our work can never rise above the level 
of human efforts. - Our enthusiasm and 
concern for the welfare of boys and girls 
may in itself grow cold. There will be 
times when discotragement and lack of 
appreciation and opposition will sweep us 
off our feet, if we are not held fast by 
the sure anchor of our love for Christ 
and his love for us. Doing things merely 
for man’s sake often grows very monot- 
onous and. wearisome, but when we do 
them for His sake there is bound to be 
zeal and courage and enthusiasm that 
know no damper. 

It is serious business, this guiding 
of boys and girls into the right paths, 
and we need far more than our own wis- 
dom and. strength to accomplish anything 
worthwhile. Let us keep close to our 
Lord and Master, ever leaning upon his 
strength and depending upon his wisdom 
and looking to him rather than to man 
for our encouragement and empowering 
for the task.

No proper or adequate understand- 
ing of the teachings of Scripture is pos- 
sible without a knowledge of its text. 
Further, much in the New Testament is 
obscure unless the history of Israel is 
understood. The Old and New Testa- 
ments are so related that each is depend- 
ent on the other. Another fact, often 
ignored, is that God’s revelation was a 
progressive one. As a corollary to this, 
Israel’s history developed in harmony 
with the revelation. These facts become 
apparent in a study of this book. It is 
refreshing to find an absence of all evo- 
lutionary postulates or presuppositions, 
and an adherence to the Bible as-the 
Word of God.

There is by no 
means entire agreement among Chris- 
tians as to whether the tithe is still ob- 
ligatory, but certain it is that those who 
have adopted it have been especially 
blessed. The book is well worth reading. 


The Truth of Faith. By John A. W. 
Haas. (The United Lutheran Publica- 
tion House, Philadelphia, $1.) Faith is 
one of the commonest words in the New 
Testament, and yet it is frequently mis- 
understood. It is often regarded as 
some sort of mysterious entity which 
grows in size and weight with the 
growth in Christian experience. Such a 
view is both materialistic and misleading, 
but it is by no means uncommon. In this 
book “the emphasis is not upon faith as 
a mere experience, but upon faith as the 
possession of Christ and the truth that 
is in Him and radiates from Him.” 
Studied from this point of view, the en- 
tire Christian revelation is brought with- 
in its purview. The book is deserv- 
ing of high praise and commendation 
for its scholarly, and at the same time 
loyal, handling of the Word of God. Cer- 
tain denominational views appear in the 
last chapter, but they need cause no dif- 
ficulty, as they do not in the least af- 
fect the merits of the matter, or lessen 
the value of the book. 


The Giant Masquerade. By Frank C. 
Raynor. (Morgan and Scott, London, 6 
shillings.) This is a vivid and trenchant 
portrayal of the Church of Rome’s his- 
tory which has lain like a vast shadow 
over the religious and political life of 
Europe for seventeen or mere centuries. 
This history indeed resembles a gigantic 
masque with its great historical figures 
passing across the stage from era to era, 
—Gregory 7th, Innocent 3rd, Ignatius 
Loyola, Thomas Aquinas, Pius 5th, — 
politicians, schoolmen, intriguers, war- 
riors, persecutors, with now and then a 
saint — scarcely tolerated. In our day 
when neo-Catholicism is holding its con- 
gresses, adorning its churches with petty 
trinkets and neglecting the weightier 
matters of Christian testimony and 
Christian missions, a book like this can 
be of great service. It has the pictur- 
esqueness that attracts younger readers; 
also a mass of information admirably 
arranged which makes it useful to those 
who are hard pressed for reading time. 
Both spirit and contents can be com- 
mended without qualification. 


Love’s Immensity. By Bertha Carr- 
Harris. (Marshall Brothers, Ltd., Lon- 
don, 5 shillings. W. P. Blessing Co., 
Chicago, $1.75.) The various names by 
which God revealed himself to men have 
interested many students of Scripture. 
Many have analyzed the meaning of 
these names, and a number of helpful 
books on this subject have been written. 
No one, however, has ever exhausted 
their possibilities, so that additional light 
is always welcome. In this study there 
has been an interesting attempt to relate 
these several Hebrew names and titles 
to love, e. g., “Love Omnipotent, Love 
Transcendent,” and so on. The idea is 
a novel one, and the results are most 
interesting. The arrangement of the 
names follows the order of their revela- 
tion, and from this it appears that here, 
as in everything else, there is progress 
in God’s revelation of truth. The book 
is an interesting one, and is also unusu- 
ally well written. The words of the 
Psalmist (9:10), “And they that know 
thy name will put their trust in thee,” 
acquire a new meaning through this 
book. 


The Crucifixion in Our Street. By 
George Stewart. (George H. Doran Co., 
New York, $1.35, net.) The fashion of 
draping old perversions of the Gospel in 
modern dress, and then parading them 
as fresh discoveries, shows no sign of 
waning. This book is simply a popular- 
ization of the thesis that the death of 
Christ is not the ground of the sinner’s 
pardon, but that contrite men are re- 
ceived upon the basis of penitence alone. 
While gracefully written, the text is 
filled with Modernism. In answer to the 
query as to why the death of Christ was 
necessary at all, we are told that it was 
“a revelation of a perpetual process in 
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human life,” and then we are shown

how various noble men of the past have 
suffered for great causes, — much as the 
author regards Christ as having suffered. 
Truly, if the fact that gain has come 
out of suffering is a perpetual process 
in human life (and no one denies it), 
it would seem hardly credible that God 
would send his only begotten Son merely 
to furnish another one of countless illus- 
trations of it. This book is an illustra- 
tion of the shallowness of the Modern- 
ist’s understanding of what was involved 
in the death of Christ. The cross was 
infinitely more than the “cosmic educa- 
tional drama” which it seems to be to 
the author of this book. 


What to Teach and How to Reach the 
Young. By George Goodman. (May be 
had from The Sunday School Times Co., 
Philadelphia, $1.25.) Quantity and qual- 
ity, — seldom does one find packed in a 
comparatively small volume (246 pages) 
so much and such thoroughly practical 
and deeply spiritual material for work- 
ers with children. The winning of im- 
mortal souls for Christ, “that we may 
present every man perfect in Christ 
Jesus,” is the supreme aim, and teachers 
are to introduce the Lord Jesus as a liv- 
ing Person, and “so to set him forth 
that those who hear may know him and 
go out to him in faith and love, may 
believe upon him to the saving of the 
soul, and cast in their lot with him for 
life.” The earlier sections give practical 
suggestions on how to present such 
truths to children in the most interesting 
way, and the second division contains 
as many as I17 suggestive outlines for 
talks to the young. Under the first di- 
vision the major headings are “Our 
Aim,” “Preparing the Address,” “The 
Best Form of Address,” “Examples of 
Story Telling,” “Teaching by Parables 
and Proverbs,” and “The Art of Illus- 
tration.” The division containing the out- 
lines has principal parts devoted to “The 
True Nature and Character of God,” 
“The Old Testament Types and Para- 
bles,” “The Exceeding Sinfulness of Sin 
and God’s Judgment Upon It,” “The 
Lord Jesus Christ: His Glory and 
Work,” “Repentance toward God and 
Faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
and “Moral Conduct and Holiness.” A 
volume which every teacher and mother 
will want to possess and use frequently. 


Prayer a Mighty Force in the Work 
of Saving Souls. By the Rev. A. Sims. 
(20 cents.) This striking little booklet 
is a powerful plea for “closet prayer,” 
and more of it. There is given the se- 
cret of being able fully to enter into this 
ministry, than which there is none 
greater, and the results that have fol- 


selves unto prayer.” Mighty Prevailing 
Prayer. The Deep and Overwhelming 
Need of the Church and the World. 
Edited by A. Sims. (35 cents.) Here are 
thirteen short chapters, some of the best 
that have ever been written, by some of 
the strongest writers on the subject, such 
as E. M. Bounds, Andrew Murray, James 
H. McConkey, and others. A careful 
reading of this book, until it becomes 
part of the fiber of one’s being, will thrill 
and grip the spiritual Christian and send 
him to his knees with a new zest for 
the time “alone with God.” A few of 
the striking sentences are: “To be lit- 
tle with God is to be little for God.” 
“To cut short the praying makes the 
whole religious character short, scrimp, 
niggardly, and slovenly.” “Our ability 
to stay with God in our closet measures 
our ability to stay with God out of the 
closet.”

England, and follows it with 
a summary of striking events of the 
Shanghai revival of 1925. The begin- 
nings of both revivals were deeply laid 
in prayer and fasting. All readers of 
this column, upon whose hearts God is 
really laying it to pray believingly for 
revival, should get this little book, as 
it will greatly encourage their faith. “A 
revival is essentially for the church.

In the Atlantic Monthly for March 
there appeared a study of modern relig- 
ious conditions entitled “The Decay of 
Protestantism.” It was a study of that 
which well-informed Christians who un- 
derstand the signs of the times would call 
“The Apostasy.” One able Bible teacher 
referred to it as “cold, caustic, but cor- 
rect,” also as a “merciless exposure,” 
noting the fact that the author of it 
is neither a Fundamentalist nor a Ro- 
man Catholic, although “he is himself 
lying under the tombstone on which he is 
writing the epitaph”! The depth of Is- 
rael’s apostasy led Elijah to despair, but 
God told him the remnant was seven 
thousand strong. There is the peril to 
God’s prophets and praying people today 
of forgetting about the strength of the 
“redemptive minority,” the shock troops 
of the church militant against whom the 
gates of hell shall not prevail. Revival 
did come to Israel under Elisha, and it 
will come today in answer to prayer in 
spite of the apostasy.
